Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and 
Houfe  of  Reprefcntatives. 

As  I  lhall  not  in  the  common 
cootie  ot  bulinefs,  have  another 
opportunity  of  addielhng  you  du-> 
ring  my  continuance  in  oiiire,  I 
cannot  take  my  final  leave  ot*  you 
■Without  expreffin^  the  grateful 
feufa  which  I  Jhall  always  ie!nin 
of  the  favorable  manner  in  which 
my  adminitt ration  has  been  judged 
of  by  my  country -men. 

\V1k  n  I  was  called  into  dflice  hy 
the  unexpe&ed  voice  of  my  couii. 
try,  I  felt  a  confeioufnefs  that  my 
fo«  mer  walkthrough  life,  had  pre- 
vented me  from  obtaining  that 
kin.!  of  knowledge  (which  is  indif- 
penfibly  netfcflary  to  a  proper  riil- 
cbarge  of  the  dur'es  of  a  Chief 
Jvlagtitrateof  an  independent  Rate, 
bu;  as  i  knew  my  inrerefts  were 
SnfeparabJe  from  thole  of  my  conn- 
try,  nr.!  as  1  felt  the  moll  ardent 
z.-al  for  iier  profperky,  I  determin- 
ed to  obey  the  call  ;  tfufting  that 
my  ivl!  ;  .v  citi/.ens  upon  being  con- 
vinced that  my  intentions  were 
goon,  would  make  the  proper  al- 
low ;anccJ  where  1  failed  of  fuccefs; 
ths  event  has  fully  anfwered  »iy 
e\;>e- ui.ions,  and  my  experience 
ha;  taught  me  ta  believe  that  a  free 
an  1  enlightened  people  will  at*  ays 
j*.*e  their  appiobation  to  the  con. 
rl  iCt  of  thole  public  olHcers,  w  l>o 
h  we  in  view  no  othtr  object 
than  the  public  good.  A  leliba 
Which  ought  to  have  the  moll  he- 
rd.icial  inil  uence  an  the  conduct  of 
aii  public  fervants. 

It  is  with  the  mod  heartfelt  fatis- 
faction  that  1  contemplate  the 
change  tint  has  taken  place  in  the 
ihue  of  population  and  improve- 
ments within  this  Rate  during 
the  three  laitr  years,  a  change  fo 
great  that  it  may  with  tru'h  be  nf- 
ferted  that  a  (inula*  one  has  ne\  •• 
befo  e  been  experienced  in  any  of 
the  infant  fetilements  of  America. 
It  is  with  pleafuie  that  1  acknow- 
ledge that  this  change  isiu  agieat 
degree  to  be  attributed  to  the  ef. 
jVctoal  protection  which  the  exe- 
cutive of  the  general  government, 
and  the  legiflature  of  this  lta:e, 
have  enabled  me  to  utford  to  our 
frontier  fcttlements.  This  ji.lt 
and  enlightened  policy  hi*  had  ;>nd 
ftill  mull  ever  have  the  ftrongeft 
tendency  to  encreafe  the  wealth, 
population,  and  prosperity  of  tiiis 
Hate. 

Poilcfling,  as  we  do,  the  fined 
country  in  the  world,  and  enjoying 
all  the  hlethngs  of  equal  "liberty, 
it  becomes  our  duty  to  improve 
the  fii-ft  to  the  utniolt,  and  guard 
the  lad  from  violation,  Altho'  the 
hand  of  arbitrary  power  at  prefent 
prevents  us  from  enjoying  to  the 
extent;  we  ha>e  an 'undoubted 
right  t  o  enjoy  all  the  benefits  v.  hich 
a  benificent  providence  intended 
i  i  .ild  belong  to  the  proprietors  of 
this  country  :  we  ought  by 
every  exertion  in  our  power,  to 
endeavoi  to  haftdn  that  Rate  of 
Imputation  and  refources,  in  which 
this  country  mull  be  heard  and  at- 
tended to  when  Ihe  demands  her 
j  ilt  lights.  But  above  all,  we 
OOghj  to  hold  it  in  conllant  re- 
membrance, that  we  mould  be  con- 
tin  tally  on  the  watch  to  guard  a- 
gaiuR  every  encroachment  on  our 
liberty,  from  whatever  quarter  it 
nay  be  attempted. 

Accept  gentleman,  my  cordial 
thanks  for  the  very  polite  and  frind- 
ly  manner  in  which  you  have  ex- 
})  eiled  your  appiobation  of  my 
exertionl  to    ft-rve  our  common 
country  :  and  be  aiiured  that  it  is 
the  firfl  wifh  of  my  heart  that  Hie 
may  foon  attain  that  degree  of 
w  ealth,  importance  and  happinefs 
to  which  fiie  isjufljy  enrKletf.
